But
Mr. Chapman would prefer to go to jail to
answering. )
Senator Allen called up his resolution orderingthe broker to be brought before the

bar of the Senate and asked that It be acted
npon at once. In a moment all of the Sen-
ators present showed a high degree of InterestIn the matter. After nearly three
oour^ naa Deen consumea in spirited de-
bate, on a motion by Senator Hoar, the
resolution was referred to the Committee
on Judiciary. As neither that committee
nor the Senate will be In session until Monday,Chapman will probably read an accountof the next debate In his cell.
During the discussion Senator Tillman, of

South Carolina, struck the nail on the head
by declaring that it was not Chapman that
the Senate was after, but the facts of speculationsin sugar.

Havemcyer Is the Man.
"W* don't want Chapman," he reiterated,*but Havemeyer, the man who

bought1 the Senate, If It waa bought, who
bought your committee last week, if it
has been bought. If Senators are abusing
their high office by speculating in stocks
the Senate and the country want to know <

it. If the Senate is in earnest it should
say so or let the matter drop."

Senator Allen prefaced his remarks by

reviewing the testimony in Chapman's
case. He read It to show that the broker

to answer, and was aware of the punishmentthat ftts the case. That being true,
he added, the punishment should be Inflicted.
Senator Fanlkner interrupted, asking if

Allen would consent to let Chapman go
free If he purged himself of the contempt.
Allen answering In the affirmative, Faulknercontinued, "Well, I am not."

Senate Can Act, Too.
Senator Hoar then stated that the adjudicationfor the contempt of the Senate had

not been made in this case, and it was preposterousto talk of punishing Chapman in
that connection. He thought the Senate
ought to make the adjudication at once.

One of Hoar's illustrations was that a

person assaulting another In court could be
Gned for the assault and then be made to

pay a penalty for contempt of court.
Senator White entered into the debate

with vigor and took the ground that the
Senate could not interfere with Executive
clemency or recommend it; that Chapman
had violated the United States law and
it would be decidedly Irregular for the
Senate officially to attempt to direct the
pardoning power of the Executive. He
claimed the Senate had no jurisdiction becausethe Senate did not affix the penalty.
However, he favored bringing Chapman
before the committee.
Senator Daniel introduced several amend-

ments which added severity to the resolutionand suggested that the issue be couflredto the witness and the Senate. He
, thought that Chapman ought to be required

to purge himself of the contempt to the
Senate, regardless of any action the Presl-
uc" "*"

No Plea to McKlnley Yet.
Senator Chandler spoke for delay though,

In reply to a question put by Tillman, ho
said that if Chapman served his sentence
he would yet be subject to the power of
the Senate if it desired to continue or re-
new the investigation. Senator Gray
agreed with Tillman that the Senate was
not after Chapman, but wanted to ascertainfacts in some judicial shape as to
whether or not Senators were speculating
in sugar.
The President has not been asked to interfere'in Chapman's behalf, though his

'counsel, Judge Jere Wilson, and Senator
Elklns called at the White House to-day.The former did not see the President, and
Elklns addressed the Executive on other
business.

POLICE RAID H
BUCKET SHOP.

Five Prisoners Taken in the
"International Grain and

Stock Company,"
A NEW STREET RESORT

Proprietor Thom, Alias Murphy,
and Two Employes Held

by the Magistrate.
The merry game of "bucketing deals"

was in full swing at the offices of the In-
ternationai stocK ana urain uompany, n.o.
53 New street, yesterday afternoon, when
it was rudely interrupted by the entrance
of Sergeant Wade and Roundsmen Mallon,
Heffernan and Belden, of Chief Conlin's
staff.
The officers had come down Into "Hell's

Kitchen," as the district around New street
and Exchange place Is denominated, for
the third time within the month, charged
with a special commission from Police
Headquarters, to suppress bucket shops.
And In Roundsman Mnllon's pocket nestled
a warrant charging Thorn & Co., of No.-53
New street, with conducting an establishmentfalling within the proscription.
There wasn't much of a flurry when the

officers entered, because there weren't very
many people in the offices. Still a deal or
so was made under the eyes of the plainclothesmen. and then Sergeant Wade
gave the signal for action and at the same

moment, placed his hand upon the shoulder
of "John C. Thorn," the alleged proprietor
of the International Stock and Grain Company,
The other officers rotlnded up the cashier,

the telegraph operator and two Individuals
who seemed to be simply "playing the
game,"
The prisoners were arraigned before MagistrateKudllch, in the feentre Street Police

Court. There "John C. Thorn" acknowledgedthat his real name Is Murphy, and
that he resides at No. 101 Lincoln place,
Brooklyn, The other men arrested gave
their names and nddresses as William
Smith, Brooklyn; Henry Slmms, No. 324
West Forty-seventh street, New York;
Charles Cannafelo, No. 338 De Graw streel,
Brooklyn, and Patrick O'Connor, West
Troy, N. Y.
Murphy and his two employes, Smith

and Slmms, gave their occupation as

brokers. Cannafelo said that he was a

speculator, and O'Connor said he was a

telegraph operator.
Cannafelo and O'Gonnor declared that

they were In no wise connected with thebusinessof the International Stock and
Grain Company, and threatened suits for
damages if they were not at once set at
liberty.
Roundsman Mallon was the principal

prosecuting witness. He testified that *he
had been watching the bucket-shop for severaldays; that he had seen other people
make deals and had speculated a bit on his
own hook. He admitted that lie had never
seen O'Connor in the place on any of his
previous visits and Magistrate Kudllch dischargedthe telegraph operator.
Cannafelo insisted that he was only a

speculator, and not connected In any way
wmi nit' Li rni. me on leers couiu not insprovethe statement and he was also discharged.
Thom, or Murphy and Smith asked for

a postponement of examination, and their
hearings and that of Simms was fixed for
this afternoon. Bail in the sum of $Is000
was required of Murphy and Smith. For
Simms's appearance only $500 security was
required.
The'United States Grand Jury is on the

trail of the "discretionary pool" swindlers,
bucket shop keepers and such other financialjugglers as may have laid themselves
liable to Federal Court attention by reason
of any misuse of the United States mails.
James A. McCreery is the foreman of the

Grand Tury, and when the twelve men
were sworn in Wednesday Judge Benedict
said he had no particular cases to recommendto their attention.

It is evident, however, that United
States District-Attorney Macfarlane proposedto\present some of the cases which
the criminal department of his office has
been getting up against the "discretionary
pool" men, for as soon as the Grand Jury
had assembled yesterday brokers, bankers

' and other dignitaries of Wall Street began
! trooping Into the building, all asking the
1 way to the District-Attorney's office.

A dozen or so well-known brokers aptpeared within an hour of the Grand Jury's
assembling, and all of them went before
that body as witnesses. They were sub1poenaed by deputy marshals to testify in
the cases of the bucket shop keepers
against whom the Post Office Department
un» rm-imy ibmh-u vxuuu uruers. oince
the regular brokers liave started the eruisnde against the bucket shops. It Is likely

l- that they cheerfully told all they knew re1spectlng the peculiar practices Of those ln1stltutlons.
Post Office Inspector Jacobs, who has

had charge of the investigations set on foot
by the nostal authorities. w«s the principalwitness before the Grand Jury. Several in-dlctments, It Is said, are likely to be handed
dovfn as a result of the testimony taken
yesterday. _

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TRINITY AT WAR.
Artists Wilson and Buckland,

Once Friends, DaggersDrawn,

LATTER FEELS SLIGHTED.

Claims Wilson Withheld His
Name from Press Notices on

Bi-Centennial Decorations.

The harmony that should characterize
the Trinity bi centennial is being spoiled by
an artistic dispute. It was supposed the
decorations designed were by Frederick
Wilson, but is claimed Wilfred Bucklandhad quite as much to do with them,
and that, through a misunderstanding, he
has not received his share of credit.
The Trinity Committee is exercised over

this state of affairs and is anxious to

rectify matters. Mr. Buckland feels that
the omission of his name from the newspaperreports has injured him in his business.Mr. Wilson is said to have a grievancein that he has been unjustly accused
of slighting Mr. Buckland. Previously
Messrs. Wilson and Buckland had been
great friends.
C. E. Davenport, who represents S. V.

R. Cruger, was told to find a suitable man.
"I visited about thirty," said Mr. Davenportyesterday, "and was in despair when

I heard-of Mr-. Wilson. Mr. Buckland's sincereinterest in Mr. Wilson impressed me
forcibly. I am sorry there has been
trouble. It is perhaps a personal matter
between the artists."
Mr. Wilson originated the scheme of

decorations and superintended the work.
He employed Joseph Lauber to make the
two seals used. William Fischel to work
the text, and Wilfred Buckland to do the
heraldic designs. To Mr. Buckland belongs
the credit of the designs and execution of
the 114 shields used. In some papers containingauthentic reports of the work Mr.
Buckland's name was omitted, but in the
key to the decorations, which was distributedto visitors, and in all official reports,his name appeared.
Wilson furnished typewritten statements

on-enn rxuva and Mr 12 u.r.1,-1 n-r> ,1

claims that In these notices his name did
not appear. He says that in papers which
got the news outside of the Church News
Association he got mention for his share of
the work. He waited for Mr. Wilson to
make an apology, but none was received.
He wrote to Mr. Wilson asking what it all
meant, and out of this grew a correspondence,which Is said to have been of a
volcanic nature.

M,r. Wilson is an Englishman and one
of the best known glass designers in
America. He has been here five years, associatedwith the Tiffany Glass Company.
Mr. Buckland has an enviable reputation.
He was for some time with the Lyceum
Theatre, where his artistic productions receivedmuch praise. He is illustrating for
various magazines, and the rush of Trinity
work was so great that he was obliged to
refuse orders from firms lie had been dependingon for his livelihood. He spent
eight weeks in the execution of the shields,
did other work not allotted to him and
helped them out of a serious difficulty at
the last moment. But for his assistance
the decorations would not have been up in
time for service 011 Sunday.

ripping canvas sent the audience scurry
ing from the tiers of seats. Before tbej
were well started, the exits were closet
and all was darkness and confusion within
The soubrette alone appeared to be cool

Instead of running when the pole broke,
she made a quick calculation «s to where
the broken pole would fall, and, avoiding
it, shouted to the audience:
"Lie down, everybody on the grass, anc

the tent wont hurt you."
Some took her advice; others struggled

to find an opening In the tent. Here ant
there a man whipped out his kntfe anc

ripped a hole In the canvass. Several 01
those connected with the show were In
jured.

J. E. H. Long, known as "Dlamonc
Jack," the proprietor of the show, was

caught in an Inner tent, used as a dressing
room. He cut his way out with a knif<
and was slightly bruised by the fall oi
the small tent. F. W. Woodie, a canvas
man, had his right arm sprained.

hours, the boy returped alone, saying that
r his sister had gone away with a map whom
1 she had met in the woods. Search was at

once instituted, and nearly three miles
away from the farm the body of the child
was found in a clump of bushes.

Little Girl Found Dying;.
t The little girl was unconscious and dying,,

She was taken home, but expired befort
1 medical attendance could arrive. The boy

could ^glve no good description of the man
I with whom he left his sister, but it was
1 conjectured that he was a negro who had
1 applied at the Buente residence the evenflng before for something to eat. He was
